Hub Butte couple fears landfills 
will hem in retirement homestead

TWIN FALLS - Mary and Harold 
Jones like to listen to the coyotes near Hub 
Butte. 

“You can sit at night and hear them 
howl,” said Mary J6ncs. 

Sometimes they’sec pheasants on the 
road in front of their home. In spring and 
summer, ducks ftoat on ponds in a nearby 
field and, occasionally, the Joneses see 
hawks and gce.se winging overhead. 

With farmland sweeping in all 
dircctioas, this was a big reason why the 
Joneses moved to the Twin Falls area to 
retire in June 1990. 

"Wc moved out here for the solitude of 
it.” Mary Jones said. 

But now they worry that their 
comfortable home and quid life on the

wind-swept familand south of Hub Butte 
will be ruined by. perhaps, the most 
unwcleoine of neighbors - a landfill, 
They’re alraid that coyotes ducks and 
pheasants will give way to flies, sea gulls 
and rats.

Like residents of the Nansen and Burley 
Butt<iare.is, the Joneses do not believe that 
a new landfill can be a good neighbor.

In fact, the Joneses, who live near 2700 
North and 2700 East southwest of Hub 
Butte, might find ihemselve.s in a unique 
position. They might have f»vo landfills 
moving into the neighborhood,

next to the Jones’ property, but Twin Falls 
County also likes Hub Butte for its own 
landfill site. ’ 

‘Tm going to have a landfill in each 
back pocket," Harold Jones mused, "We 
won’t be able to go outside from tlie stink

Tlie county wants to build a landfill on 
the butte's south side, approximately two 
miles from the county'.s current landfill on 
the north face of Hub Butte. Depending on 
where the county's new landfill would he 
sited, the Joneses fear it could be within 
one-half mile from them. 

Dispose-All’s landfill would lake up 
1 35 acres in a 600-acre tnick that borders 
the Joneses five-acre parcel.

Coup attempt weakens move to market reforms

CARACAS, Venezuela — The soldiers 
who tried lo oust Venezuela's president

But a casualty of last week's coup attempt 
may be the economiCgrowiii of a nation with 
the biggc.st known oil reserves outside the 
Persian Gulf. 

Tlie two-day insurrection ‘that began Friday 

— the second coup attempt in lcs.s than 10 
months — threatens to scare off foreign 
investors vital to President Carlos Andres 
Perez’s frcc-market reforms. 

The coup attempt was just tlic latest sign of 
trouble among Latin America's generally 
booming economics. The yawning economic 
gap between rich and poor that is at the heart 
of Venezuela’s social unrest is endemic 
throughout the region, particularly in Argen-' 
lina, Brazil and die Dominican Republic. 

In Venezuela, it is not only the coup 
- attempts but the frequency of other unrest 
that menaces the country’s economic 
comeback.

One indication that the second coup 
attempt has frightened investors is the drop in 
the price foreign bondholders c.in sell each 
dollar Venezuela owes them. The bonds on 
Venczuela'.s foreign debt dropped Friday 
from 65 cenus per dollar of debt to 52 cents.

tickets over the last three years, the 
Idaho l.ottery Commission says. 

During the same period, the Magic 
Valley 21 schools districts liave 
received $3.29 million in Lottery 
money. 

'I'hc tlgures were coiiiained in the 
199 1-92 antuial report by the 
eontinission. released last week. 

It showed that during the 1992 
fiscal yetir. Lottery players bought 
$51,6 million in tickets statewide, 
compared with S5I.I million the year 
before. 

The commission earmarked SS.6I 
million on the Perinancnl Building 
Fund, up S2(K).0()0 from the previous 
year, and $6 million to individual 
school districts, down I'rom SS,6 
million tlie previous year. 

Among tlie report’s highlights: 

• Twin Falls County bought S8.H 
million in Lottery tickets between 
1990 and the end of fiscal 1992. the 
sixth-most in the stale. Cassia County 
bought $3.2 million, Minidoka S2.9 
million. Jerome $2,7 million. Blaine 
$2.6 million and Gooding $1.8 
million. 

• Camas County bought $131,836 
in tickets during the same period, the 
least in the stale. 

• The College of Southern Idaho 
got $330,000 from the Lottery 
Commission to replace tiie roof on. 
the Canydiv Building and $68,000 to 
repair the physical education 
building. 

• The Idaho State Sciiool for the 
Deaf and the Blind in Gooding 
received $1 10.000 to tlx the roof on 
its administration building and 
$65,000 to replace the roof on its 
infirmary. 

• 'The Twin isills School District 
has received $683,554 from the 
Lottery Commission in the past three 
years, but only S185.022 in fiscal 
1992. Tbc C^;issia County School 
District got $538,507 since 1990. the 
Minidoka County Sciiool District 
$539,520. the Blaine County School 
District $179,286. the Jerome School 
District $288,526 and the Gooding 
School District $181,018. 

• The Three Creek School District 
has received $1,558 during the same 
period, and $426 last year.

Preschool director says key PeWey bows 
to daily survival is patience out of Senate

HAll.l'A’ So what docs the old woman who lives in a 
shoe feel like',’ Just ask Stic Rowland. 

Allhoiigh Rowland i.sii‘t really old. she started a business 
20 years ago in Hailey that just might make most people 
feel old. 

Rowland runs Sue's Preschool and over the last tew 
decades has taken charge ofluindrcds *)f toddlers, wiping 
their runny noses, cleaning up spilled orange juice and 
changing coutulcss diapers. 

For years, the kids have called her "Mrs. Sue." and 
Rowland acknowledges that running the preschool has 
provided her willi the time ofher life. 

Now. w ith 52 children :i( the school, she say*, the secret 
to siirx’iving il all i.s patience. 

"Cliildreii are so inquisitive at this age. and they alway.s 
have it ton of questions." she said. "You just have to give 
llicm the aitcnlion they need, 

"Sure I have my days, hul 1 really love what 1 do; so it's 
real easy for me to give e.u*h child equal attention. Children 
need to feel special," 

But Rowland also took a chance, starting her school in a 
town that didn't have one nor saw the need for one. 

When Rowland and her husband came to Hailey in the 
early 1970s. she planned on getting a teaching job. 

I3ul as Rovs land grew more acquainted with the arcii. she 
noticed that there was no kindergarten or prcscluwl. She had 
been funning her own preschool in Utah prior to the move 
and was curious to see what the small town's reaction 
would he to one. 

At the time, Rowland had two small children ofher own 
and iinothcf one on tlie way. She decided the preschool 
would allow her to spend more lime with her own kids. 

"At Hfsi there was absolutely no interest in a prcsclnxtl.” 
Rowland said, adding she couldn't even obtain a building in 
lown for her school. 

"Wc needed a location for the kinderg.inen. and none of 
the churches would open their doors to us." Rowland said. 
"Wc figured tliai by liaving it in a churcii the overhead for 
rent would be close to nolhiivg. But it jii.st wasn't to be." 

So logcllicr, the i^owlands converted one of the bednwnts 
in their newly purchased home into a snwll schoolroom, and 
Rowland lauglil kindergarten to ten students that first year. 

After three years of teaching to growing numbers of 
cbildrcn in her lioniemade schoolroom, she moved the 
school to a new location at the Inmwood Tennis Club in 
Hailey.

PHOENIX (AP) — A federal 
mediator called upon to settle a 110- 
ycar*old land dispute between the 
Navajos and Hopisjiin nbriheastern 
Arizona says lie was shocked by the 
living conditions of some tribal 
ntembers, 

U.S. Magistrate Harry McCue said he 
saw one elderly Navajo woman living 
under a plastic sheet at the side of a 
sandstone plateau- rather than accept 
federal relocation benefiLs to leave land 
that had been awarded to the llopis. 

"I was overwhelmed by the 
conditions some of these people were 
living in," McCiic said in an interview 
with The Arizona Republic published 
Sunday. “And I was struck with their 
resolve and their determination to hold 
. to their beliefs regardless of the costs to 
them.”

Doimers Ferry Forest Watch and 
the SpokaW-based htland Empire 
Public Lands Council filed the 
reijucst Sept. 1 1 to hull the Bonners 
Terry Ranger District's Small 
Unscheduled Sales Environmental 
Assessincni. which allows harvests 
of up to l()0.(XH> iHiard feet wiihoiil 
public review. 

I1ic districi's small sales program 
involves 140 sales under 100.000 
board feet, many of them salvage 
and thinning operaiioiis. 

Dave Wright. Idaho I’anhaiidle 
National Forests snjKTvisor. denied 
the stay on grounds it would have 
dccrcascd the value of dead and 
dying iiinl>er and put iiidcpendeiil 
loggerv-«fltt of work. 

The Slay also would hav'e 
tncrcascd the risks of fire, insects 
ami disease, and would have come 
at the peak Christmas ircc-gailicring 
season. Wright said. 

Accidental shootings 
of children doubles 

SAI.T lake: city ( AP) — The 
iitiinber of children killed and 
wotnuk’d by guns, most of iliem- 
accidenlally. is rising year by year 
in Utah. 

No one keeps statistics, but Dr. 
'Tony Wo«»dwartl. an emergency 
room physician at Primary 
Children's Medical Center, says lie 
sees cnongli li>Tall for gun owner- 
rcspimsibiliiv legislation. 

.So far in 1992. he has treated ]5 
children for giinsliol wounds. 

"It seems like every week 
ilierc’s some sort of shooting." 
Woodward said. ".Some are self- 
inflicted. suicides or suicide 
attempts. But most are accidenial 
■shootings." 

A Primary Children's study 
shows 1.3 children admitted so far 
in 1992 as victims i>f accidental 
shootings. I'hree have died, l-leveit 
accideiital-shooiing victims vvere 
Healed in 1991. aiuf five in 1990. 

I’olice departments don't keep 
statistics since most accidental 
shootings arc not crimes. Some 
aren't even reported to police. 

Woodward helped write and is 
working for legislative passage of 
four bills he believes will help 
stem the tide of children heing 
injured by firearms. 

They ate guh-iespimsibility bills, 
not gun-control bills. Woodward 
stresses. They have the support of 
the slate's medical community, 
educators, various safely, councils 
a>ul some police agencies.

Jets end Byrd suffers some paralysis in lower body

EAST RUTHERFORD. N.J. — When 
(lie second play of (lie third quarter was 
over Sunday, New York Jets defensive 
end Dennis Byrd lay on the artificial 
surface at Giants Stadium for seven 
minutes. Not once did his tegs move. 
Every football player’s worst fears lay 
with iiim. 

Byrd liud suffered what the Jets arc 
calling a “serious neck injury” with 
"some neurological damage," public 
relations director Frank Ramos .said. 
While the preci.se severity was not 
immediately known Sunday night and 
won’t be determined until further 
workups are completed, Ramos 
acknowledged Byrd has “some paralysis 
in the lower body.” 

After about a 10*niitiutc delay. Byrd 
was carefully strapped onto a .spine board 
and carted off the field. He was put into 
an ambulance and taken to Lenox Hill 
Hospital, where he underwent a CAT 
scan and further testing. 

Suddenly, no one' cared at all about 
Kansas City Chiefs 23, Jets' 7. Byrd was 
injured when he put his head down and 
collided full-force into the chest of 
teammate Scott Mcrscreau, who had just 
stripped Kansas City quarterback Dave 
Krieg of the ball for a sack. The back of 
Byrd’s helmet also hit the turf as he fell.

Just ils the homl-lrading. Rolux-vvearing, 
BM W-driviiig yuppie was the symbol of the 
1980s, the lolal-qualiiy-managing, systems- 
amilyzing. strategic-planning wonk could 
become llie caricature for the 1990s. 

Likewise, what leveraged buyouts, supply- 
side ocimomics and debt were to the 1980s, 
research anil development, restructuring and 
accountability civuljj_he to the 1990s. 

Welcome. America, to the decade of Bill 
Clinton and the policy nerds — the 
predominantly baby-boomer whizzes whose 
idea of a good lime is reading public-policy 
tomes, whose deepest alTeclions are toward 
their Macintosh computers and whose 
breeding grounds are the Kennedy School of 
(iovemment at Harvard and public 
administration programs ai universities 
around the country. 

'Hiese arc the people trekking to 
Washington in ilie Ibolsleps of Franklin 
Roosevelt’s "brain trusters" of the 1930s and 
John Kennedy’s "best and brightcsl" of the 
early 1960.S, 

If the president rcfiecls the priorities of the

TQM is the current rage in business schools 
and is being adapted for government. 

Basically. Deming pul forth 14 
commandments that tell a business to 
“establish a constancy ofpurpose.” gi\-e 
workers greater responsibility for quality, 
assess results and continually improve the 
product or service. 

■ While Deming focused on business, many 
ofhis ideas are rdlucicd in the book that 
could be seen as the Bible of the Clinton 
administration. "Reinventing Government’’ 
by David Osborne and Ted Gaebler. 

The subtitle of "Reinventing 
Govcmmcni.” a best .seller in Washington ■ 
and in many slate capitals, is "How ilic 
Enircprcneuriai Spirit is Transforming the 
Public Sector."’ 

Clinton’s campaign themes echoed 
"Reinventing Govemmem." The president- 
elect often spoke of making govcmmcni 
more sensitive to the people and ofholding 
elected and public oftlcials accountable for 
their performance. 

Indeed, the preface to “Reinventing 
Govenimcnl” could be read as the manifesto 
of the Clinton administration, "We believe 
deeply in government. We do not look at 
govemnment as a necessary evil." 

After 12 years of govemmcnt-buslung 
Republicans, Clinton represents a 
fundamental shift in attitude. If he follows 
Osborne and Graeber, Clinton will try to 
make government work more elTcciivcly 
without bankrupting the taxpayers. It’s sort 
of a fiscally conservative approach combined 
with govcnjinental activism. 


Thus, rather than remain in its usual slow, ‘ 
unresponsive and inflexible torpor, 
government is supposed to become more 
responsive. Bureaucratic rules are to be 
.stripped away, agencies are to be driven by 
incentivc.s. money is to be invested rather 
than spent, citizens are to be seen as 
customers instead of pocketbooks to be 
picked, the interests of the people, not those 
of the bureaucracy, are to be paramount. 

Ifthal isn’t a revolution in American 
govcniment comparable to 1789, nothing is. 

Will it work? Put simply, it must or the 
United States will sink into such political 
and economic lethargy that the people will 
lose faith in democracy, in govcnimenl and 
in the nation’s ability to respond to the 
wrenching changes in the world, 

• Tlie motivation to restructure government 
is the realization - though still denied by 
many educators and bureaucrats - that 
constant growth in government spending is 
no longer possible. The taxpayer is tapped 
out. Any major increase in spending on 
schools or public services must come from 
reducing spending in other areas. Similarly, 
public dollars mu.st be targeted for their 
maximum impact. Results must be 
measurable. Accountability is essential. 

Tlie end of the Cold War and the 
' emergence of a competitive iniemntionul 
economy have created a new era for 
Americans. Thc’old ways won't work. 

Change is the only constant. But, as 
evidenced by the oldest Ic.sson in history, 
those who adapt will survive, those who 
doiiT won’t. 

Will America? Will you?

"It's cheaper,” Cutler said, "It’s easier on the 
patient and it has a greater possibility of 
reversibility,"'. 

Twin Falls Urologist Dr. John Boaz. who perfonns 
about 100 vasectomies every year in his practice, 
agreed, saying the number of vasectomies he 
performs has slowly and steadily increased over the 
past .half-decade. 

“There hasn't been a tremendous increase, but it’s 
been a fair amount over the past five years," Boaz 
said. “Wc seem to do a lot real close together, then ^ 
we don't do one for a while. But we do more than 
we did five years ago.” 

Facts and figures 

A vasectomy is a procedure in which the sperm- 
earning tubes in the scrotum arc lifted through an 
incision in the scrotum and cut. When the tubes. 
called the vasa deferenlia, are sub.scqucntly either 
cauterized or tied, sperm can no longer pass through 
the scrotum with the ejaculate. A vasectomy is 
performed with a local uncsthelic, usually lidocainc, 
and is done on an outpatient basis. 

A relatively new procedure, commonly called a 
“no-.scalpel” vasectomy, in which the vasa deferentia. 
are lifted tlrrough a tiny puncture hole, cut and then 
cauterized or tied, is also gaining popularity in the 
United States. 

Tlte technique was developed in China in the early 
1970s and was introduced in the United Slates in 
1986. No-scalpel vasectomies have been performed 
on about 10,000 men in the United Stales so far. but 
is not yet widely available in the Magic Valley. Dr. Ch 
Cutler docs not utilize the technique in his ofTicc. 

"I perform a technique which aftbrds me the best deerca; 
chance of success," Cutler said. Cutler said the ejaculal 
failure rate of a normal vasectomy, which costs doesn't 
about S350, is less than 1 percent, and the recovery he lets 
time for Uic average patient is between 2 and 4 days. mind.

decrease libido, alter orgasm or the ability to 
ejaculate, or adversely uft'ect erections. Boaz said he 
doesn't wait for his patients to express those fears'; 
he lets them know right away that it's all in their 
mind. 

“I tell them the only difference is between their 
ears," Boaz said. 

Culler has an infonnation packet available to his 
patients that includes mylh-debunkipg information 
on operative technique, possible complications and 
the likelihood oflong-tcrm health risks. 

The infomnalion packet cites several studies on the 
possibility of sexual dysfunction following a 
vasectomy. The studies confirm that, as a whole, 
there is no change in marital or sexual satisfaction 
after the operation, in fact, with the worry of birth 
control eliminated, many men fed a sense of sexual 
freedom following a vasectomy. 

Culler said some men feel anxiety over pain and 
the failure of the- procedure to confer sterility. But 
lho.se fears, too. are generally unfounded. 


The failure to confer sterility, which happens in 
only about 1 in 400 eases, is the major complication 
of a vasectomy. The appearance of sperm in the 
semen after a vasectomy could mean ili.it both vasa 
were not cut or tiiat there has been a spontaneous 
recanalizuiion • the vasa have reconnected and 
allowed sperm to pass througlt.thc scrotum. 

Most doctor.s havc aTbll6w-”up poTicy that 
alleviates the fear of a recanalizaiion. however. Boaz 
said that 6 months after u vasectomy, and after 6 to 
10 postoperative ejaculations, he tests 3 separate 
spemi sample.s. If the patient is azoospermic - the 
ejaculate does not indicate the pre.scnce of spemi - 
the patient will be pronounced sterile. 

“Occasionally, a few will come out after the 
vasectomy," Boaz said. “1 tell my patients to use 
whatever form of birth control they are comfortahlc 
with for 6 monliis after the vasectomy." 

If the patient is not azoospermic after a third lest, a 
repeat bilateral vasectomy will usually be performed.

Ainerican Cancer Society’s new 
prostate guidelines spark debate

The American Cancer Society recom- 
mends ihai men age 50 and older have a 
blood test to screen for prosuile cancer. 
But several leading authorities fear this 
advice, will sparic unneccs.sary medical 
treatment and c.scalaic health care costs. 

The lest measures PSA, or prostate 
specific antigen, a protein produced by a 
cancerous or large, noncaiicerous 
prostate, the fig-sizcd gland beside tlie 
rectum that makes seminal fluid. 

' Tlic guidcline.s announced Nov. 7 rec- 
ommend adding the PSA test to llic .stan- 
dard exam of feeling for prostate tumors 
next to lltc rectum. Tliis is the first lime 
the American Oinccr Society is formally' 
recommending guidelines for the early 
detection of prostate cancer. 

The fierce debate among cjincer ex- 
peas is not whether PSA works — till 
iigrec it is one of the best blood tesLs for 
spotting cancer — but whetlier it is 
worthwhile spending in excess of S20 
billion a year on ie.sts' when no studie.s 
have proved curly detection for prostate 
cancer reduces tite death rate. 

Dr. Willct Whitmore, u leading au- 
thority on prostate cancer iind prufessor 
of .surgery at Cornell University in New 
York, said tltat if the treatment "is not 
reducing mortality, you're telling a pa- 
tient he Iras cancer several years before 
lie needed to find out." 

Prostate cancer will claim 34.(XX) 
lives in the United States this year, the 
American Cmcer Society eslimate.s. 

But .some doctors believe die risk of 
side elTecLs from treatment, wliidi in- 
clude impotence and incontinence, arc 
fiU" worse llian the risk of living wiili 
prostate cancer. 

Tile National Ciuicer Institute. lunong 
. others, believes die cancer society acted 
hastily, without wailing for proof that 
; iirass screening reduces mortality. 

Prostate cancer, which typically 
strikes men over 65, is a (icculiar malig- 
nancy. Tlie viLsi majority grow so slowly 
that there arc no symptoms, the c;mcer 
, docs not spread and the men eventually 
: die of something else. 

Some prostate cancers grow more 
. quickly iind spread, but no one knows 
how to distinguish the so-called safe 
. cancers from the killers. Even if they 
; could, no one knows for sure if treat- 
nieni prevents the slow ones from grow- 
ing or Mops the spread of the fiist ones. 

Tliere is no evidence that lives are 
saved by early diagnosis or any of the 
available treatments — removing the 
prostate, radiation. ;uid testosterone- 
blocking drugs.

Like .ill medical tests, PSA is m«t fail- 
proof, sometimes indicating a lurking 
cancer wlicn none exists and setting off 
a scries of furtiier diagnostic exams. 

Dr. Ian Thomp.son. chief of urology at 
Brooke Aimy Medical Center in Texa.s, 
csiimmcd an annual cost of S23.6 tuition 
for nationwide PSA screening, including 
.subsequent tests. 

Thompson said . tlie number of 
prostate caricen delcck*d Iras doubled in 
tlie past 10 yc.irs. but tlic dcalli rate Iras 
not changed in 25 yca|s. 

Advocates of .screening concede tlic 
test is not perfect, but would rattier over- 
diagnose and ovenreat ihun overlook 
one man with a deadly cinter. 

"The dilemma wc arc in riglit now is 
we don’t have the evidence of tji; ulti- 
mate benefit of these procedures.” s;iid 
Dr. CuRis Motllin. chaimum of tlie C:ui- 
cor Society's Pteventinn and Detection 
Committee. "We are liying to make a 
good judgment based on incomplete in- 
formation.’'

leading cxpccis, wlial’^ a 50-soinellting 
man to do? 

Dr. Gerald Chodak.'a urologist at the 
University of Chicago, said patients 
need to undetstand the limitations of the 
ic-si and tlicn make luvinfomied deeisinti. 

"Wc need to give p;iticnts a mtire b.il- 
anced message." .said QuKlak. "PSA 
will incrca.se our ability to find localized 
tumors. Wc do not know whether find- 
ing die cancer earlier will allow people 
to live longer. Wc tk» not know wliciher 
wc will find cancer in some men wIk) 
will die of something else. Tliis cmcer 
c;m kill you. but we don’t kraiw yet 
wlieiiicr .screening will make a djffcr- 
ciKe. And some men m.iy get taMinieni 
they don’t need." 

I’mstatc cancer, itw most common 
c;vweriunong American men. will strike 
I32.(KK) American men ;md kill .VI, (KK) 
tills year, tlic American Caiwer .Society 
s:iy.s. It is alst) common among men in 
nonhwcMcm Europe, but for unknown 
reasons rare in tlic Near East and Cciilral 
;uid South America. It is also rare in 
Africa, but black Americans have the 
higlicst rate tif proscite vantrer world- 
wide. No one knows why. 

Pnisiaic cancer mils in families. Inil 
doctors do not kiiow if it is due to genet- 
ics or ciivinmmciilal faciors. such as 
diet.

"We don't have evidence of tlie Ixiie- 
fits (of PSA .screening), but we do know 
the risks. Tliat is why we ;ire running a. 
trial. Miid Dr. Jofm Goliagiui. cliief of the 
&irly Detection Bnuich at the National 
Cuiccr Institute in Belliesda. Md. 

He said studies have shown a 1 per- 
cent to 2 percent risk of death after 
stirgciy ;uid also a 25 percent risk of im- 
potence ;md 6 percent to 18 |X‘rccnt risk 
of incontinence. Goliagan prc.senied 
these data at the lYesitlenl’s Cancer Pan- 
el. a Nov, 13 meeting of prostate cancer 
experts at NCI.

Men not afraid to speak 
at prostate cancer groups

Edward C. Kaps found out he had 
prostate cancer in 1978. He got nidia- 
• lion to shrink the tumor, but the cancer 
returned 10 years later just when he 
ihoiighl he had nothing lo«vorry about. 

"After the .second bom. I felt I need- 
ed to talk to .someone other than my 
family. Tliey were supportive but they 
didn't walk in my shoes." Kaps. 65, 
said from his winter home in Scoiis- 
dale. Ariz. 

,His second incident occurred just as 
he was about to retire as director of in- 
dustrial relations at General Motors. 
Anticipation of days of care-free 
leisure quickly sank to fears of isola- 
tion and frustration. 

Kaps approached his doctor, Gerald 
Chodak, at the University of Chicago 
and suggested a support group. Among 
100 invited patients. 21 men lutd 14 
women attended the fnsl meeting in 
February 1990. 

Prompted by the popular bretisi can- 
cer support group. "Why Me?". Kaps 
named Ills club "Us Too.’’ to empha- 
size that men need to share .their feel- 
ings with other ctinccr sufferers. 

Us Too Iras expanded into an inier- 
nutional not-for-profit agency, with 
110 chapters and about lO.(XX) mem- 
bers throughout the United Stales and 
Ciutada, and one ehapter in Istanbul, 
Tlirkey. 

Rorid.! has a Spanish-speaking 
group called "Nosotnis Tambien." 
Canada Inu a Freneh-speaking group,

We go back ovor 50 years lo find 
today's gem: Ely Culbertson was 
the hero, scoring his doubled game 
in a 1937 World Championship 
match. Wilh virtually no legitimate 
way to make the game, Culbertson 
fell back on subtle subterfuge to 
steal the game. 

Facing at least three red-suit los- 
ers. C^ultertson decided that his only 
hope was to deceive the defense. So. 
to start things off. he refused to win 
his spade ace. Naturally, with a sin- 
glctoQ in dummy, each of the de- 
fenders assumed his partner held 
the ace. 

West shifted to diamonds, and 
East won and returned a heart. Cul- 
bertson won bis ace and rattled off 
all seven of dummy's clubs, causing 
discarding problems for both 
defenders. 

By the time the last trump was 
played, the defenders had been 
conned. Surely Culbertson had no 
spades. If he held the ace, why 
hadn't he taken U? And if he held 
small spades, why hadn't he ruffed 
them In dummy? 

Culbertson's last three cartls . 
were the A-7 of spades and the dia- 
mond king. After both defenders 
had unguarded spades, Culbertson 
led a diamond to his king and 
claimed the last two tricks with his 
A-7 of spades. It was a con Job wor- 
thy of even today's best players.
